A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

Applicant asserts that Diksic et al. teaches of a continuous flow system for producing 1 1C-phosgene via mixing a large 
volume of 1 1 C monoxide with an excess of chlorine that contains cold unlabeled carbon monoxide wherein the 
unlabeled cold carbon monoxide leads to a low specific activity of 1 .48 TBq/mmol for the 1 1C-phosgene. 
Applicant asserts that the instant invention provides for an enclosed reactor system that produces 1 1C-phosgene via 
mixing a small amount of 1 1 C monoxide (about 200 microliters) and chlorine in a reaction chamber. The enclosed 
reactor system minimizes the amount of chlorine used and does not add cold unlabeled carbon monoxide. The 
specific activity of 200 TBq/mmol is achieved which is over 100 times greater than that achieved by Diksic. 

Possible amendments to claim 1 were discussed, such as step (d) introducing said Chlorine gas into the reaction 
chamber to reflect the reduced amount of chlorine used to minimize/eliminate the cold unlabeled carbon monoxide.
